With 
the food he sent word that the Americans 
were not wanted in his camp, but instructing 
their supposed captors to treat them kindly.

A general amnesty will be granted to those 
who surrender their arms and take the oath 
of allegiance. This amnesty will-not be 
granted to those who have grossly violated 
the rules of warfare, committing such acts 
as beheading prisoners, burying them alive, 
or mercilessly killing natives friendly to the 
United States. A full pardon cannot be 
granted these rebels, but if Aguinaldo wil) 
issue a proclamation calling upon this class, 
which is really the only class still holding 
out, to lay down its arms, those surrendering 
may be given more liberal treatment than if 
they keep up the fight until captured. 


Jealous of Funston. 

General Funston was generally praised for 
the successful outcome of his daring exploit. 
There was only one class, however, which 
was not elated over Funston’s success. This 
consists of some officers of the regular army. 
General Funston is viewed with great jeal- 


inclined to belittle the achievement of the 
gallant Kansan. They were inclined to the 
belief that Aguinaldo must have connived at 
his own capture on the theory that he was 
impressed with General MacArthur’s procla- 
mation giving April 1 as the date when the 
rebeis should lay down their arms.

It was to be assumed that an object 
greatly to be desired was the capture of the 
leader of the rebels, and that end justified 
almost any means. 


Many Favor Promotion. 

The unfriendly views of some of the regu- 
lars is without foundation, for Secretary 
Root said the President, had known for 
more than six weeks that General Funston 
would attempt to capturé Aguinaldo. It is 
generally conceded General Funston is 
greatly entitled to a reward. The sentiment 
here is in favor of appointing him a Briga- 
dier General in the regular army. He stands 
today on the records of the War department 
as second on the list of Brigadier Generals 
of Volunteers, being preceded by Brigadier 
General James F. Smith. There are several 
important vacancies in the regular service, 
and there is more or less speculation as to 
whether Funston would receive one of these 
high appointments to the regular service. 
One of the vacancies is in the rank of Major 
General, but owing to General Funston’s 
youth it is not likely he would be given such 
high rank. Brigadier General Wade has 
been the ranking officer among the regular 
Brigadiers, and it has deen thought nis 
chances were good for that elevation. Next 
in order there is a Vacancy in the list of. 
Brigadier Generals of the reguar service, 
with a second vacancy likely to occur on the 
retirement ot one of the present Brigadiers. 
This, in effect, makes tWo vacancies in the 


regular grade of Brigadier.

AGUINALDO A WHITE ELEPHANT. 


Chicago People See Difficulty in Caring 
for Him Now That We've 
Caught Him. 


“What would you do with Aguinaldo?”’ 
became a common query in Chicago yester- 
day. About the only man who failed to give 
an answer was General Elwell S. Otis, who 
said: I cannot say what I would do with 
Aguinaldo.”’ 

There were those who favored a dungeon 
for the prisoner; some who would bring him 
to this country; others who favored exiling 
him with the Boers at St. Helena, Great 
Britain being willing: and still others who 
would send him to Guam. Following are 
some of the expressions: i 
FRANKLIN MACVEAGH-—If I had Aguinaldo on 

my hands I think I should be a bit worried. 
‘I wouldn't turn him loose in the Philippines 
and I wouldn’t keep him in jail there. I 
wouldn't bring him to this country. We had 
Lopez, and we didn't succeed remarkably well 
with him nor he with us. Then, too, if we 
had Aguinaldo here he would agitate Senator 
Hoard so that we would have little peace of 
mind for the next decade. Perhaps the best 
plan would be to put him on the Island of 
Guam, where he would be sure of plenty of 
sympathy—in fact, I believe that is the scle 
possession of the inhabitants. 

LUTHER LAFLIN MILLS—Aguinaldo should he 
held a prisoner until peace is restored and the 
authority of the nation is recognized by the in- 
surgents in the Philippines. After these 
events have occurred let him be treated with 
such magnanimity as may be consistent with 
the welfare of the inhabitants and the firm 
establishment of order and good government 
under the laws of the United States. 

DR. SANGER BROWN-—I believe Aguinaldo 
should be deported from the Philippines—pos- 
sibly to the United States—and kept where he 
cannot foment discord. If taken to another 
country he might become the tool of some ad- 
venturer, as he has been in the past. 

THE REV. FRANK CRANE-—I would keep him 
in jail till the fuss blows over. About a year’s 
confinement would be proper punishment 
for the prisoner. 

Meanwhile, a man has been found who de- 
plores Funston’s daring act.

WOULD GIVE PRISONER OFFICE.

Ithaca, N. Y.. March 28.—President J. G. 
Schurman of Cornell University, who was 
head of the first Philippine commission, to- 
day gave his views on what he considers 
should be done with Aguinaldo.

RECORD OF FUNSTON’S AIDS. 


Three of the Four Officers Who Helped 
Capture Aguinaldo Came from the 
General’s State. 


Aguinaldo was captured by Kansans. Not 
only was General Frederick Funston from 
the Sunflower State, but three of the four 
officers who accompanied him on the expedi- 
tion entered the service from Kansas. Two 
of the three were natives of the State. The 
fifth officer, Surgeon Major Harris, was born 
in Virginia and was appointed to the army 
from that State. 

General Funston’s record is well known. 
After having served as Colonel of the famous 
Twentieth Kansas Regiment he was ap- 
pointed Brigadier General of Volunteers May 
1, 1899. He accepted the appointment and 
was mustered into the service May 5, or 
four days later. 

Captain John Newton was appointed to 
the Military Academy from Kansas, from 
which institution he graduated in 1879. In 
September of that year he was appointed a 
Second Lieutenant. He was appointed a 
First Lieutenant March 20, 1885, and was 
promoted to Captain April 26, 1898. He is 
serving with the Sixteenth Infantry, and 
has been in the Philippines since that: regi- 
ment was ordered to that station. 

Lieutenant Robert B. Mitchell was born 
in Kansas. When the Twentieth Kansas 
was organized he was made sergeant in 
Company C, and served with the regiment 
in the Philippines. He was appointed a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant of Volunteers Aug. 17, 1890, 
and was assigned to the Fortieth Infantry. 
For some time he has been on General Fun- 
ston's staff. 


Kansan. He is the son of J. V. Admire, who 
is one of the old-time newspaper men of Kan- 
sas. Lieutenant Admire formerly livéd in 
Chicago. While here he enlisted in the First 
Regiment, Illinois National Guard, and 
served in Company C during the Cuban cam- 
paign. After his return to Chicago he was 
appointed to the regular army nominally 
from Oklahoma, where his father is at pres- 
ent receiver of the United States land office. 
Captain A. L. Boite, under whom Admire 
served in the Illinois Regiment, speaks high- 
ly of his soldierly qualities. His appoint- 
ment as a Lieutenant was made July 1, 1890, 
and he was assigned to the Twenty-second 
Infantry and ordered to the Philippines. 

Surgeon Major Henry S. T. Harris was 
born in Virginia. He graduated from the 
Columbian College, Washington, D. C., and 
was appointed to the army Jan. 5, 1886. He 
has been on duty in the far East for two 
years. 


NOT BELIEVED BY AGONCILLO. 


Filipino Agent in Paris Says War Will 
Continue, Even if Aguinaldo Is 
a Prisoner. 


PARIS, March 28.—Agoncillo, the Filipino 
agent, was teday told of the news of the 
capture of Aguinaldo. He said: 

I do not believe it. I have received noth- 
ing by cable, and until I receive confirmatory 
advices I shall continue to ignore the news. 
If it is true, it win have no effect on the in- 
surrection.

BRITISH EDITORS PLEASED OVER 
AGUINALDO’S CAPTURE. 


Leading Newspapers in the English 
Capital Print Long Accounts of the 
Exploits of the Kansas General and 
Congratulate the United States on 
the Probable Speedy End of Hostili- 
ties—Regret Is Expressed Over the 
Failure to Capture De Wet. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 
LONDON, March 29, 3 a. m.—The London 
newspapers generally congratulate the 
United States on Funston's exploit in captur- 
ing Aguinaldo. All of them display the news 
prominently and most of them print sketches 
of Funston and his prisoner. 5 

The Times heartily congratultes the Ameri- 
cans upon the removal of Aguinaldo from the 
scene. It says that his capture cannot fail to 
have great effect in the United States, and 
adds: 

The United States will keep pegging away 
with the dogged tenacity that is in their blood 
and ours. We must keep pegging away in 
south Africa.“ 1 

The Graphic heartily congratulates the 
Americans upon the capture of Aguinaldo. 
It says there can be little doubt that the pres- 
ent sericus difficulties in the Philippines will 
now cease. 


Prefers an Open Fight. 

The.Chronicle says that Great Britain has 
special reason for congratulating America, 
though somewhat enviously, she having an 
even more elusive enemy of her own to tackle. 
It codld be wished that Aguinaldo had been 
taken in open fight, although it must be ad- 
mitted that his captors took their lives in 
their hands. 

The Telegraph says that General Funston's 
brilliant and refreshing feat will make him 
the most popular hero in the United States 
since Hobson.

BOSTON MEN STILL DEFIANT. 


Erving Winslow, Edward Atkinson, 
and Sixto Lopez Say Aguinaldo’s 
Capture Will Not End Fighting. 


Boston, Mass., March 28.—News of the cap- 
ture of Aguinaldo was received in Boston 
with various sentiments, but it seemed to be 
the general opinion that the event, following 
others of importance lately announced, would 
cause the collapse of organized resistance in 
the Philippine Istands to the United States. 
Secretary Erving Winslow of the Anti- 
Imperialist league said he was not ready to 
state that the capture of Aguinaldo meant the 
collapse of the cause. There may be twenty 
other leaders in hiding as capable as he, said 
Mr. Winslow. The Filipinos have shown 
that they have ability to rule and ability to 
fight for liberty. This should lead us, even 
if the fighting should cease with the capture 
of Aguinaldo, to urge more forcibly even than 
we have done that the Filipinos be given an 
independent government at once.“ 

Edward Atkinson said: The administra- 
tion had an elephant on its hands minus the 
trunk. Now that it has the trunk, what will 
it do with the whole animal?“ 

Sixto Lopez, formerly secretary to Aguinal~ 
do, who last night said that the capture of 
Aguinaldo would not necessarily end the war, 
today amplified that statement by saying 
that any one of the principal Generals, Tinto, 
Mascardo, Alejandrino, Maxilon, Cailles, or 
Arejola, would make as good or, in the opin- 


ion of many Filipinos, better leaders than 
Aguinaldo.

SAYS CAPTURE OF AGUINALDO 
MEANS END OF WAR. 


Former Commander of the Philippines 
Calls Funston a Great Scout and 


' Praises Apprehension of the Filipino 


Leader—Says American People Are 
Mereiful and He Believes Captive 
Will Keep Oath of Allegiance if He 
Should Take It. ae 


* aAguinaldo’s capture is the end of the in- 


surrection, and it proves General Funston to 


be a great scout,“ declared Major General 
Elwell 8. Otis yesterday. General Otis is 
former commander of the United States 
army in the Philippines and present Com- 
manding General of the Department of the 


| Lakes. 


With the taking of the insurgent leader 
what little opposition that existed to the 
American rule will cease,’’ he continued. “I 
will venture that more peaceful conditions 
exist in the islands today than have existed 
for twenty-five years. 

“General Funston’s feat in capturing 
Aguinaldo was brave and deserves commen- 
dation. He and his officers and men risked 
their lives in the hands of the natives, and 
their bravery as easily might have led them 
to death as success. 

Every army officer will rejoice over the 
capture of the wary ftmmsurgent, and there 
doubtless is a sort of a ratification meeting 
being conducted in Manila. The best class of 
the natives will be happy at General Funs- 
ton’s success. 


Two Generals at Large. 

There now remain but two Filipino offi- 
cers of any importance in the islands who 
still retain their hostility towards the United 
States. These are Generals Caiilies and 
Lucban, They no doubt will become dis- 
couraged, their few followers will desert, and 
they, too, will be captured or will surrender. 

It long had been General Funston's hope 
that he would be able to capture Aguinaldo. 
While in command in the Philippines I sent 
him on a scouting expedition through the ter- 
ritory in which he realized his hope. Itisa 
part of the wildest country found in the 18 
lands. Funston probably was the best posted 
man on the nature of the country in the 
army. It is my understanding that he ef- 
fected the capture about ninety miles inland. 
To reach that point Funston and his men had 
to march through mountains covered with 
undergrowth. There were no roads and only 
narrow bridle paths here and there. When 
the nature of the country is taken into con- 
sideration the capture is the more remark- 


able. 
Capture Will Hasten Peace. 

As to the effect the capture of Agui- 
naldo will have on our affairs in the islands, 
I believe that it will hasten the time when 
absolute peace will be restored. Of course, 
the people will have to be protected for some 
time to come, but I think in a few months 
or a year the people will be able to protect 
themselves. The capture will result in the 
decrease of the military demands of the 
Philippines. We now are withdrawing our 
troops as rapidly as possible. Robber 
bands are operating in the interior and they 
will continue to rob the people as long as 
they can, but they will be suppressed. 

“General Lucban is said to have made 
nearly a half million dollars out of the in- 
surrection by robbing the natives. On one 
pretext and another he would secure their 
property and appropriate the proceeds. He 
is understood to have sent over $300,000 from 
the islands to China for safekeeping. 
Naturally the natives have become tired of 
that kind of a thing. 

Just what punishment should be meted 
out to the insurgent leader is a problem. 
His trial by a military commission would 
be the natural course of procedure, and a 
sentence of death would be possible. Weare 
not a bloodthirsty people, however, and 
some other form of punishment may be 
fixed. Should Aguinaldo take the oath of 
allegiance to the United States I am inclined 
to think he is enough of a man to observe it 
in the future.“ 


BRYAN TAKES HOPEFUL VIEW. 


Nebraska Leader Says Aguinaldo’s Cap- 
ture May End the War for 
the Present. 


Lincoln; Neb., March 28.—W. J. Bryan gave 
expression to the following today in dis- 
cussing the capture of Aguinaldo: 

The report of the capture of Aguinaldo 
is apparently verified. While no one can pre- 
dict with certainty the effect of his capture, 
it is possible it may put an end to the war 
for the present, but the objection to impe- 
rialism is not removed by the surrender of 
those who have been opposing it in the Phil- 
ippines. 

“ Imperialism is wrong, because it changes 
every theory of government.

One thing I wonder about is that the @s. 
patches today from Manila describe Aggi- 
naldo as talking freely.“ When I ür 
him he was notably reticent, and a good Geal 
of his strength came from the fact that ie 
did not talk much. The people belioved that 
he was invulnerable, however, and that ne 
harm could be done to him. There was e 
stery current, in fact, that a dozen men had 
stood up and fired at him as a test. I sup- 
pose there were no bullets in the guns. That 
story went everywhere. The people are u- 
tensely superstitious, and they believed that 
no harm could befall him. It will take some 
timie now for the news of the capture to get 
around, and at first the people will refuse to 
believe it, but after the news does finally get 
around through the islands I fully believe or- 
ganized resistance will collapse. Of course, 
there will be sporadic disorder for a long 
time to come, but I do not believe that there 
will be anything serious.“

If we had made a greater effort to flatter them 
it is possible the thing would have gone more 
smoothly, but I wish to say that at the be- 
ginning I do not believe Aguinaldo had any 
idea of independence at all. The Filipinos 
simply hated the Spaniards and wanted to 
get rid of them in any way possible.

When all of the docu- 
ments are published it will be perfectly clear 
that no obligation rested upon the 
forces to treat the Filipinos as allles.

COLONEL W. S. EDEN. 


Manager of the Auditorium and the 
Auditorium Annex Secures: Stock in 
the Other Down-Town Hostelry and 
Will Assume Charge on May 1—Con- 
trolling Interest, However, Retained 
by H. D. Laughliin—Long Career of 
the Retiring Landlord.

The Great Northern Hotel contains upward 
of 400 rooms.

NEW TRIALS. IN GOEBEL CASES. 


Kentucky Court of Appeals Holds There 
Was Error in the Conviction of 
Howard and Powers. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 28.—The Court of 
Appeals today rendered decisions granting 
new trials for ex-Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, sentenced to life imprisonment, and 
James Howard, sentenced to hang, as al- 
leged accessory and principal respectively, 
in the assassination of William Goebel. In 
the Powers case the court was divided on 
political lines. The four Republican Judges 
united in an opinion written by Judge Du 
Relle and the three Democratic Judges in 
a dissent by Judge White. 

The decision in the Powers case holds the 
Taylor pardon invalid. The indictment is 
sustained, but a new trial is ordered because 
of erroneous instructions to the jury ahd 
the admission of incompetent testimony. 
The Howard case is reversed because of 
erroneous instructions, incompetent. evi- 
dence admitted in the trial, and other minor 
points. 

The new trial for Powers probably will 
take place at Georgetown in May, his case 
having been taken to Scott County on a 
change of venue. Howard's case will be 
called at the April term of court here, which 
begins next week, but it is conceded that 
it will be passed until the fall term, as 
neither side will be ready for trtal next 
week. 

Both Powers and Howard are in jail here. 
Dozens of their friends called at the jail 
and congratulated them upon being given a 
new trial. 


HOLD THATCHER AS FORGER. 


Well Known Claim Agent Arrested at 
Dayton, O., Charged with Using P. P. 
Mast’s Name on $32,000 Note. 


‘Dayton, O., March 28.—George W. Thatch- 
er, a claim agent, was arrested here today 
on the charge of forgery.

Thompson and Rosewater Withdraw 
im Caucus and Name Men Who Are 
Chosen, Breaking the Long Dead-

Nebraska Legislature today elected two Re- 
ublican Senators—Governor Charles H. 
letrich, for the unexpired term of the late 

Senator M. F. Hayward, and Joseph H. Mil- 

lard of Omaha, for the long term in succes- 

sion of John M. Thurston. This outcome of 
the fight which has raged with varying 
fierceness for three months caused a sur- 
prise. Neither man had been a candidate in 
the strict sense of the word, although each 
had received one or two complimentary 
votes at different times. Dietrich has been 


personally to less than a dozen members of 
the Legislature. D. E. Thompson and Ed- 
ward Rosewater, the leading candidates for 
the two Senatorships, broke the deadlock by 
to name the 
successful men. 

Last night, even in the minds of the oldest 
political experts, theré seemed. to be no solu- 
tion of the muddle in sight. But one opinion 
was expressed—that the Legisiature would 
adjourn today with the deadlock still un- 
broken and that the Governor would be 
forced to call an extra session during the 
fall to prevent the State being without repre- 
sentation in the United States Senate. 


Hanna Breaks the Deadlock. 


Such was the state of affairs last night. 
But something happened between the hours 
of 6and 12. It was in the form ofa telegram 
which read about as follows: 

D. E. Thompson, Lincoln: I hope you 
will find a way to elect two Republican Sena- 
tors, M. A. HAN NA.“ 

The message was received by Mr. Thomp- 
son at his headquarters in the Lindell Hotel. 
The Republican caucus was still in session in 
a room overhead, but it was not apprised of 


to whom the telegram was addressed read 
it, put it in his pocket, and kept it there. But 
he did not forget about it. sigs * 


Both Decide on Sacrifice. 


Dismay stared the two leading aspirants in 
the face when, at midnight, they received 
word that the caucys had adjourned without 
a change. Neither could sleep. Both in the 
quiet of the early morning had a change of 
heart, It was up to them to sacrifice their 
personal ambitions or bring upon their heads 
the maledictions of the entire Republican 
party. Both decided to make the sacrifice, 
and Mr. Thompson reached his conclusion at 
3 a. m. Mr. Rosewater does not remember 
the hour. Neither, however, confided the 
new plan to his supporters at the time. The 
verdict was kept secret in the vain hope that 
the morning might producea change in some 
other hearts. 

The caucus canvened at 8:30. The members 
were nervous and excited, and many ex- 
pressed a desire to end the deadlock. Im- 
passioned speeches were made, but the only 
result was a movement toward Crounse, who 
previously had had only seven votes. On the 


second 26, on the third 29, and on the fourth 
34. This was diverting, in a way, but it 
amounted to little beyond byplay. 


Rosewater and Thompson Quit. 


Rosewater was the first of the two premier 
aspirants to appear. When he heard of the 
Crounse movement he fumbled in his pocket 
for the letter of withdrawal he had pre- 
pared before breakfast. 

Meantime Thompson. stalked into the 
caucus, Those on the outside saw a queer 
look in his eyes. It had the appearance, 
they thought, of victory. It was just the 
contrary. He came to announce his with- 
drawal. His supporters nearly dropped 
from surprise. ‘ 

Rosewater’s swan song followed in close 
order. 

Thompson declared his withdrawal was in 
favor of Governor Dietrich. while Rosewater 
retired in favor of George W. Lininger of 
Omaha. Thompson had fo objections to 
Lininger, but he preferred Millard. Rose- 
water seconded the change. 

The agony lasted but a short time after 
that. Meiklejohn, Hinshaw; Martin, and all 
the other “also ran aspirants except 
Crounse withdrew almost in concert. It 
took just three ballots tq decide Mr. 
Crounse’s fate. On the first Dietrich was 
nominated almost by acclamation: The sec- 
ond and third were between Millard and 
Crounse, the second showing the score to 
be 32 to 34 in Millard’s favor.

KAISER FEARS 
PEOPLE'S REVOLT

TALKS OF STREET FIGHTS 


Hopes His Soldiers Wili Not 
Hesitate to Put Down 
Insolence. 


SPEECH RESENTED IN BERLIN 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 

BERLIN, March 28.—Emperor William 
startied all Germany today by a sensational 
speech to the troops of his bodyguard, in 
which he warned the soldiers that they 
must be ready at any time to shed their 
blood in his defense. He hinted at the pos- 
sibility of a recurrence of the street fighting 
in 1848, and expressed the hope that if such 
days came again the guards would repell 
the insolent insurgents.”’ 


Arouses Violent Criticism. 
Today’s speech, taken in connection with 


| the Emperor’s reply to the Prussian Diet's 


congratulations last Friday, when he de- 
elared that too much criticism of the crown 
has been allowed and the result has been that 
since the time of William I. the authority of 
the crown had seriously diminished, has 
aroused violent criticism in Berlin. It is de- 
clared on all sides that the Kaiser's fearsofa 
revolution are groundless and that he does 
wrong in questioning the loyalty of the people. 


Occasion for the Speech. 


The occasion for the deliverance of the 
sensational speech today was the occupa- 
tion by the First Grenadier Regiment of the 
Prussian Guard, with whom the late Czar 
Alexander’s name is associated, of the hand- 
some new barfacks near the old royal palace. 

The grenadiefs marched from their old 
quarters this mobning to the imperial pal- 
ace, where they were inspected by the Em- 
peror, who then rode at their head to their 
new quarters. He was cordially acclaimed 
by the ple en route. 

Upon arriving at the barracks the regiment 
formed a square in the courtyard and the 
Emperor, surrounded by a brilliant staff of 
Generals in the center, delivered an oration. 
The published versions differ, and rumor 
ascribes to his Majesty even stronger lan- 
guage than the newspapers print. 

3 Must Be Ready Any Hour. : 
The passages which caused a sensation are 
thus given from a good source: 

„Four fine, new barracks rise like a tower 
ot strength in the immediate neighborhood 
of my palace. You therefore, so to speak; 
are the bodyguard of the Prussian King, 
and must be ready, day or night, to stake 
your lives and spill your blood for your King. 
I am firmly convinced that you will do this. 

am certain that you will at all times 
loyally fulfill your duty in consonance with 
the history and traditions ot your regiment. 
If ever trying times should come again, such 
as those your regiment went through when 
the spirit of insurrection against the King 
rose in Berlin, then the bayonets of tlie 
Alexander @enadiers will repel the insolent 
insurgents." 

After wishing the regiment a glorious 
future, and invoking the memory of Czar 
Alexander, and, above all, the sublime figure 
of William the Great, for whom the regi- 
ment had shed its blood on the battlefield, 
his Majesty concluded by saying: 

May valor, loyalty, and unconditional 
obedience be virtues distinguishing the regi- 
ment. Its deeds will them meet with the 
approval of its King and Lord.“ 

Colonel von Scheffer, commanding the regi- 
ment, responded in a speech of fervent 
loyalty, im which he thanked God for the Em- 
peror's escape from the dastardly crime at 
Bremen. He called for three hochs for 
the Emperor, which the troops gave with en 
thusiasm. 

Opinions in Berlin. 

Opinions in the capital range anywhere be- 
tween complete approval of the Emperor's 
speech and denunciation of its mischievous 
foolishness. Some are indignant at the sug- 
gestion that a renewal of the street fights of 
1848 are possible now that the conditions 
which caused them no longer exist. Others 
blame the officials for representing that 
Wieland's recent attack upon the Emperor at 
Bremen was instigated by. assassins, and 
they believe that his Majesty nfs imbibed 
the official view. 

The bulk of the comment heard in the cafés 
and on the streets is uncomplimentary. No- 
body is aware of anything upon which the 
idea of an outbreak can be based, unless it 
may be a certain amount of popular discon- 
tent over the increase in the prices of the 
necessaries of life, which can be traced to the 
growing depression in trade. That su; dis- 
content exists cangot be denied. 


RELOCATES ISLAND OF ITHACA. 


German Savant Says the Home of Ulys- 
ses Was Not on Modern Spot Bear- 
ing That Name. 


BERLIN, March 28.—Professor Wilhelm 
Doerpfeld, the archeologist, has discovered 
that the Island of Ithaca, in the Ionian Sea, 
is not identical with ancient Ithaca, famous 
as the dominion and home of Ulysses, but 
that the classic territory was really the 
neighboring Island of Leukas. In the latter 
island, therefore, he has begun excavations 
on a large scale. : 


LACK OF HARMONY IN CUB 


Committee on Relations Makes Five 
| Separate Reports on Platt 
Resolution. 


HAVANA, March 28.—The meeting held 
today by the Committee on Relations of 
the Cuban constitutional convention was not 
harmonious. Each of the five members of- 
fered a different report. Sefior Juan Gual- 
berto Gomez, who was appointed a fortnight 
ago to prepare one, submitted a report of 
great length, rejecting the Platt amend- 
ment, particularly clauses 3, 6, 7, and 8.

COUNTESS GETS A DIVORCE. 


First Wife of Earl Russell Secures Legal 
Separation After Alleging

LONDON, March 28.—The Countess Rus- 
sell was granted a divorce today upon the 
ground of the alleged bigamy of the Earl of 
Russell with Mrs. Somerville. The suit was 
not defended. 

The Earl of Russell was married to Mrs. 
Molle. Somerville of Combernald, Scotland. 
on April. 15, 1900, in Reno, Nev., where both 
had obtained decrees of divorce. 

The domestic trouble of the Earl and his 
first wife came to public notice in 1891, when 
Countess Russell brought suit for di- 
vorce. The suit failed, and the Judge re- 
quired her to pay the costs, amounting to 
more than $25,000. As the result of that suit 
the Earl obtained a judicial separation. 

Countess Russell, in April, 1895, success- 
fully sued for a restoration. of her conjugal 
rights, withdrawing the charges which she 
had made her suit for divorce.

LONDON, March 29, 3 a. m.—In the House 
of Lords yesterday the Marquis of Lans- 
downe. Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs, said Russia had assured the British. 
government that the Manchurian treaty 
was simply a temporary arrangement in 
the nature of a modus vivendl, and with the 
object of préventing disturbances.in the 
vicinity of the Russian frontier; that Rus 
fia had no intention of seeking that guar- 
antee in any acquisition of territory, or im 
any actual or virtual protectorate over Man- 
‘churia. 

Lord Lansdowne added that if these assur- 
ances were to be believed Great Britain 
would certainly not object to the Manchu- 
rian agreement. 


Mystery to Be Cleared Up. 

But, he added, there were still uncertain-« 
ties, and that until the mystery could be 
cleared away Great Britain could not do 
otherwise than adhere to the view that it 
was not desirable that China should enter 
into a private and separate Arrangement with 
another power. 
Lord Lansdowne first announced that no 
further military operations by the British 
troops in China were contemplated for the, 
present. When Field Marshal Count von 
Waldersee recently ordered preparations for 
the recent expedition, the Foreign Secretary 
said, the British government Instructed Gen- 
eral Gaselee to communicate with the home: 
government before participating therein. 


To Withdraw Forces Soon.’ 
The compliance of China with the demands 
of the powers is hardly ef such a character 
as to justify the withdrawal of the-allied 
forces, but the British government hoped to.

MYSTERY IN DEAD MAN’S CASH.

WEBRASKA DEADLOCK BROKEN. 

The Republicans in the Nebraska Legis- 
lature have ended at the last moment their 
long contest over the selection of United 
States Senators by naming J. H. Millard of 
Omaha for the long term and Governor 
Charles H. Dietrich for the short term. 
As often happens in cases of this kind, the 
prizes have gone to men not previously in 
the race. The prominent candidates, Mr. 
Thompson, Mr. Rosewater, and Mr. Meikle-

‘the Senate. The rivalry was so strong that 
each was naturally unwilling to abandon 
the race unless the others did the same. Mr. 
Thompson appears to have led the way to 
a settlement of the difficulty by withdraw- 
ing in favor of Governor Dietrich for the 
short term as successor of Senator Hay- 
ward, and Mr. Rosewater followed imme- 
diately, relinquishing his votes to Mr. 
Millard.

City Wade 15 Unchanged. 


The statement that Chicago borrowed 
$5,100,006 last year is absolutely false. It 


seems almost. too absurd to deny. The city 


many years prior to Harrison’s administra- 
tion reached its limit of indebtedness under 
the law. and has not increased and cannot in- 
crease its indebtedness by borrowing. any 
money whatever. 

The statement that the administration has 
saddied an indebtedness of $2,300,000 upon 
the water fund, together with the question 
“Is the water any purer?” is misleading and 
intended to deceive. This indebtedness rep- 
resents the cost of the intercepting sewer 
system, water tunnels,.and pumping works, 
assets of inestimable value in giving à perfect 
water supply to many districts which were 
formerly without it. 


. Increase of Judgment Indebtedness. _ 

It is beyond the power of any administration 
to keep down the judgment indebtedness of 
the city. It may be noted that the judgment 
indebtedness of the city was increased 20 per. 
cent by a judgment for $555,560 rendered by 
Judge Hanety in August, 1899, in the notori- 
ous Weir-McKechney case. 

The statement is made that under Mayor 
Swift there was due the sinking fund $1,20U5,- 
$52.65, and under Mayor Harrison there is |- 
due the sinking fund $2,081,431.38. Taxes are 
levied annually for the sinking fund; and it 
has of course increased in the last four years. 
The truth is that at-the close of Mayor 
Swift's administration there was only $21,- 
$32.50 in the treasury to the: credit of the 
sinking fund, while in December, 1900, the 
actual cash in the treasury to the credit of 4 
sinking fund was $410,865. Furthermore 
Julx. 1900, the sum of $503,600 was paid out 
from the sinking fund to reduce the bonded 
indebtedness, and on April 1 bonds to the 
‘amount of $858,450 will be paid in cash, thus 
reducing the bonded debt of Chicago $1, 362, - 
G50 in the space of one year. The present 
administration is the first since.the fire to pay 
off any of the bonded indebtedness in cash. 
Under Mayor Swift the-sinking funds were 
spent for general municipal purposes; under 
Mayor Harrison their integrity has been pre- 
served according to the requirements of law. 
Out of every $100 of taxes paid by property- 
owners less than $18 goes to the city for cor- 
porate purposes.

When this is done rebates will be paid to ‘all 
who are entitled to them. Until it is done no 
rebates can be paid in justice to property- 
owners. If payments should be made today 
it is more than likely that one man’s money 
would be used to pay another man’s claim. 
It is stated that the increase of Mayor Har- 
rison's pay rolls over Mayors Swift's and 
Hopkins’ has been over $10,900,000. This is 
a wild and utterly untrue statement. The 
totals of the pay rolls under Mayors Hopkins 
and Swift were never made up. In those ad- 
ministrations a dark mystery surrounded 
the number of city 
‘amounts paid them. This administration 
has published the pay rolls and no one has 
ever criticized any item cantained therein. 


Changes Increase Pay Rolls. 


It may be noted that there ought to be a 


legitimate increase in the payrolls since 1890. 
The employment of direct day labor for 


_cleaning the streets and removing garbage 


was inaugurated under Mayor Harrison. 
‘Formerly this work was done by contractors. 
The work is better done under the present 
system than formerly and the contractors’ 
profits are saved to the city. There has also 
been a large increase in the number of school 
teachers dnd school employés in the last 
four yéars. The completion of a portion of 
the intercepting sewer system was effected 
by the city by direct labor on account of the 
failure of the contractor; and the city’s terri- 
tory and population have both increased 
since 1896. 

It is stated that there are donde matured 
a mounting to $42,850, but not pald.“ This. 
is a malicious misrepresentation, as money 
to meet these bonds was forwarded to the 
financial agent of the city in New York, 
where the bonds are payable, before maturity. 
of the bonds. It is also stated that there is 
interest amounting to $326,700.81 due, but’ 
not pald. This is a statémerit of the same 
disreputable class as the last, for the funds 
to meet this interest were also deposited 
with the financial agent of the city in New 
York in due season. 

In 1896 there were ‘egal. overdrafts 
‘against appropriations dmounting to $191,- 
540.14. At the close of 1900 there were ab- 
solutely no overdrafts in existence what- 
ever. 

Under the present the 
financial problems of the city have deen 
faced and met, and not concealed, as was 
formerly the custom. Great improvements. 
in the method of bookkéeping have been in- 
troduced. Trust funds have been kept sep- 
arate, and decency and order have. deen 
made the rule, and not the exception, in the 
financial affairs ef the city. The taxpayer 
will be interested to know that in the last 
four years there has been a net increase of 
the city's assets over its liabilities tg hace 
amount of $13,966,331.90. 


Chicago Stands First. 

The charges of municipal extravagance are 
so far untrue that, as shown by the official 
bulletin of the United States Department of 
Laber for September, 1900 (page 1,012), in- 
stead of the affairs of Chicago being ex- 
travagantly and wastefully administered,’
